containing a perchlorate and not being a chlorate mix- 
ture, fulminate or nitro-compound as defined in rule 
4 of the Indian Explosives Rules, 1940. 

Every blasting explosive in this class, in which 
Ammonium Nitrate, Sodium Nitrate or Sodium 
Chloride are used as ingredients, shall be contain- 
ed in cartridge wrappers or cases (or in 2.5 kg. 
inner packages) made thoroughly waterproof with 
melted paraffin wax or other suitable waterproof- 
ing material,

The term “Nitro Compound" means any chemical

acid, upon any carbonaceous substance, whether such 
compound is mechanically mixed with other substance 
or not, The nitro compound class has two divisions.

The outer wrapper of any sheathed cartridge shall 
be sufficiently strong to prevent the escape of any 
of the sheathing material when the cartridge is 
submitted to the jolting test. If fire-proofing 
material is used for the outer wrapper it must 
not interact in any way with the sheathing mater- 
ial.

1969, published by the Ministry of Defence in the Gazette of 
India, dated 26th July, 1969.

2. The approximate Dumber of vacancies to be filled on the 
results of this examination will be 40. 

This number is liable to alteration. 

3. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must have 
been bom not earlier than 2nd July, 1950, and not later 
than 1st July, 1953, These age limits can in no case be re- 
laxed. 

4. A candidate must have passed the Intermediate or an 
equivalent examination. 

Note — A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him eligible to appear at 
this examination but has not been informed of the result may 
apply for admission to the examination. A candidate who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply. Such candidates will be admitted to this examination, 
if otherwise eligible, but the admission would be deemed to 
be provisional and subject to cancellation if they do not pro- 
duce proof of having passed the examination as soon as pos- 
sible, and in any case not later than 30th June, 1970. 

5. A candidate seeking admission to the examination must 
apply to the Secretary. Union Public Service Commission. 
Dholpur House, New Delhi-11, on the prescribed form of 


application. The prescribed forms of application and full 
particulars of the examination are obtainable from the Com- 
mission by poet on payment of Re, 1.00 which should be 
remitted by Money Order, to the Secretary, Union Public 
Service Commission, Dholpur House, New Delhi-1 1. The 
name of the candidate with his address and the name of the 
examination should be written in block capitals on the Money 
Order Coupon. Postal Orders or cheques or currency notes 
will not be accepted in lieu of Money Orders.

Candidates seeking admission to the examination must pay 
the following fee to the Commission, with the complete 
application form :■ — 

Ra. 28 00 (Rs. 7.00 in the case of candidates belonging 
to file Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes). 
This amount should bo paid by means of CROSSED 
Indian Postal Orders payable to the Secretary, 
Union Public Service Commission. The Commis- 
sion will not accept payment made otherwise, 

2. Once an application has been considered by the Com- 
mission and their decisions admitting a candidate to the 
examination communicated to him, no claim for a refund of 
the fee paid to the Commission will be entertained, nor can 
the fee, be held in reserve for any other examination or selec- 
tion, If. however, a candidate, who has paid the prescribed 
fee, is either not admitted to the examination by the Com- 
mission, or before communicating their decision admitting 
him to the examination, they permit a candidate to withdraw 
his candidature, a refund of Rs. 15.00 (Rs. 4,00 in the case 
of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes) will be made to him. 

3. The Commission may at their discretion remit the pres- 
cribed fee where they are satisfied that th e applicant is a 
bona fide displaced person from East Pakistan and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st January, 1964, or is a bona 
fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma and has migrated 
to India cm or after 1st June, 1963, or is a bona fide repa- 


triate of Indian Origin from Ceylon and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November, 1964, and is not in a posi- 
tion to pay the prescribed fee. 

ANNEXURE II 

INSTRUCTIONS TO CANDIDATES 

1. A copy each of the Notice, the Rules, the Application 
Form and other papers relating to the Examination is obtain- 
able from the office of the Union Public Service Commission 
and certain other authorities in accordance with para 5 of 
the Notice. Candidates should consult them carefully to see 
if they are eligible before filling in the application form or 
paying the prescribed fee. The conditions prescribed cannot 
be relaxed. 

BEFORE SUBMITTING THE APPLICATION THE 
CANDIDATE MUST SELECT FINALLY FROM AMONG 
THE CENTRES GIVEN IN PARAGRAPH 1 OF THE 
NOTICE THE PLACE AT WHICH HE WISHES TO 
APPEAR FOR THE EXAMINATION. ORDINARILY NO 
REQUEST FOR A CHANGE IN THE PLACE SELECTED 
WILL BE ENTERTAINED. 

2. The application form and the acknowledgement card 
must be completed in the candidate's own handwriting. All 
entries/answers should be in words and not by dashes or dots. 
The completed application form and the acknowledgement 
card should be sent to the Secretary, Union Public Service 
Commission, Dholpur House, New Delhi-11, so as to reach 
him by tile last date prescribed in the Notice, 

No application received by the Commission after the date 
prescribed in the Notice will be accepted. 

A candidate residing abroad or in the Andaman & Nicobar 
and Laccadive, Minicoy & Amindivi Islands may at the dis- 
cretion of the Commission bo required to furnish documentary 
evidence to show that he was residing abroad or in the 
Andaman & Nicobar and Laccadive. Minicoy & Amindivi 
Islands, from a date prior to the date specified in the first 
sub-para of para 6 of the Notice. 

A candidate already in Government Service whether in a 
permanent or temporary capacity, must submit his applica- 
tion through the Head of his Department or office concerned 
who will complete the endorsement (vide Section ‘C of the 
application form) and forward it to the Commission. 

Applications from all other candidates, whether in private 
employment or in Government owned industrial undertakings 
or other similar organisations, can be entertained direct. If 
such a candidate forwards his application through his emplo- 
yer and it reaches the Union Public Service Commission late, 
the application, even if submitted to the employer before the 
closing date, will not be entertained. 

A candidate employed in Army. Navy or Air Force must 
submit his application through his Commanding officer who 
will complete the endorsement (vide Section ‘C of the appli- 
cation form) and forward it to the Commission. 

3. Candidates arc warned that they should not furnish any 
particulars that are false or suppress any material informa- 
tion in filling in the application form, 

4. A candidate must send the following documents with his

Details of the documents mentioned in items (i), (ii). (iii), 
(iv) and (v) are given below : — 

(i) CROSSED Indian Postal Orders for the prescribed 
fee.— All Postal Orders should bear the signature of the issuing 
Post Master and a clear stamp of the issuing Post Office. 
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All Postal Orders should be CROSSED and filled in as 
follows : — 

“Pay to the Secretary Union Public Service Commission, 
at New Delhi General Post Office.” 

In no case will Postal Orders payable at any other Post 
Office be accepted. Defaced or mutilated Postal Orders will 
also not be accepted. 

Note. — Candidates residing abroad at the time of submit- 
ting their applications should deposit the amount of the 
prescribed fee [the equivalent of Rs. 28.00, Rs. 7,00 in the 
case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribsi in the Office of India's High Commissioner, 
Ambassador or Representative, as the case may be, in that 
country who should be asked to credit the amount to the 
account head "XXI — Miscellaneous Department Examination 
fees — Receipts of the Union Public Service Commission”. 
The candidates should forward the receipt from that Office 
with the application. 

(ii) Certificate of Afte,— ' The date of birth ordinarily 
accepted by the Commission is that entered in the Matricula- 
tion Certificate or in the Secondary School Leaving Certifi- 
cate, or in a certificate recognised by an Indian University as 
equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract from a Register 
of Matriculates maintained by a University, which extract 
must be certified by the proper authority of the University. 
The expression ‘Matriculation Certificate' in this part of the 
instructions must be understood as including these alternative 
certificates. 

Candidates will thus understand that the Matriculation 
Cctrificate is required in all cases as evidence of age. and it 
must invariably be sent to the Commission, in original, to- 
gether with a copy thereof, with the application. 

Sometimes the Matriculation or equivalent Certificate does 
not show the date of birth, or only shows the age by com- 
pleted years or completed years and months. In such cases 
a candidate must send, in addition to the Matriculation or 
equivalent certificate, an original certificate together with a 
copy thereof, from the Headmastcr/Principal of the Institu- 
tion from where he passed the Matriculation or equivalent 
examination, showing the date of his birth or his exact age 
as recorded in the Admission Register of the Institution. 

If the Matriculation or equivalent certificate has not been 
issued to a candidate, he should submit along with his appli- 
cation an age certificate from the Headmaster of the school 
from where he appeared in the Matriculation or equivalent 
examination- Such a candidate will be required to submit 
his original Matriculation or equivalent certificate before he 
is accepted for admission to the course at a Naval Training 
Establishment. He will be disqualified if later on it is found 
that the date of birth claimed by him in the application differs 
from that entered in his Matriculation or equivalent certificate 
the discrepancy is explained to the satisfaction of the Union 
Public Service Commission. 

Candidates arc warned that unless complete proof of age 
as laid down in these instructions is sent with an applica- 
tion, the application may be rejected.

1 should poduce, in original, together with a copy thereof, 
a certificate from the High Commission for India In Ceylon 
to show that he is an Indian citizen who has migrated to 
India, on or after 1st November, 1964 under the Indo-Ccylon 
Agreement of October, 1964.

UNDER REVISED SPECIAL ENTRY SCHEME FOR 
THE COURSE COMMENCING IN JANUARY 1970. 

Selection of 40 Naval Cadets for admission to the 
Indian Navy as Special Entry Cadets under the Revised 
Special Entrv Scheme for the Course commencing at 
Naval Training Establishments in January, 1970. will, 
be made from among those candidates who were re- 
commended by the Commission for admission to the 
National Defence Academy on the results of the 
National Defence Academy Examinations held prior 
to, and in. Mav 1967. but who could not be admitted 
to the National Defence Academy for want of vacan- 
cies, Onlv those who are unmarried will be eligible 
for consideration. They must also satisfy the follow- 
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Jng conditions. AGE LIMITS : The candidate must 
tiave been bom not earlier than 2nd January 1950, 
and not later than 1st January, 1953. THESE AGE 
LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. QUALI- 
c :C AT IONS : The candidate must have passed one of 
the following examinations : (A) Intermediate or an 
equivalent examination of a recognised University/ 
Board, with Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry as 
subjects; or first year examination under the three- 
year degree course of a recognised University with 
Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry as subjects; or 
Pre-Engineering or equivalent examination of a recog- 
nised University/Institution; or first year examination 
under the five-year Engineering degree course of a 
recognised University /Institution; OR (B) Interme- 
diate or an equivalent examination of a recognised 
University/Board, or first year examination under the 
three-year degree course of a recognised University, 
provided that before joining the above course he haa 
passed the Higher Secondary Examination of a recog- 
nised Board/Indian School Certificate Examina- 
tion/Pre-University Examination of a recog- 
nised University, with Mathematics, Physics and 
Chemistry as subjects of the examination, In excep- 
tional cases, the Commission may treat a candidate 
who has not any of the qualifications mentioned above, 
as educationally qualified, provided that he possesses 
qualifications; the standard of which in the opinion 
of the Commission justifies his being considered for the 
selection. 

NOTE : Candidates will be required to undergo a 
fresh medical examination before being granted Com- 
mission, and will be required to report for this pur- 
pose at selected centres. 

2. Candidates who desire to be considered for the 
above selection should apply to the Secretary, Union 
Public Service Commission, Dholpur House, New 
Delhi-11, immediately, giving the following particu- 
lars :

(iv) Particulars of all examinations passed, com- 
mencing with Matriculation or equivalent 
examination, giving the subjects taken, year 
of passing, and name of the University/Board/ 
Institution; 

(v) Certificate (s), in original (with copy /copies 
thereof), showing the examinations passed 
and subjects of study for these examinations. 

Candidates already in Government Service (includ- 
ing those employed in Army, Navy or Air Force) 
must submit their applications through the Heads of 
their Departments/Olliccs concerned or through their 
Commanding Officers, as the case may be. Applica- 
tions from all other candidates whether in private 
employment or in Government owned industrial under- 
takings, etc. will be entertained direct.
